RECEIVING CONGRATULATION'S. 


Ju s tic e F ie ld C alled Upon Y e ste rd a y by 
H osts o f F rie n d s. 
San F rancisco, August 15th.—Justice 
Field was to-day the recipient of many 
congratulations. 
Shortly before II o’clock 
United States Marshal Franks called, aud 
together they drove in a cab to the A p­ 
praisers building. 
Justice Field went im ­ 
mediately to the Circuit Court chambers, 
where he was soon joined by Judge Sawyer 
and Judge D. J. Brewer, of the Eighth Illi­ 
nois Circuit, and the three proceeded im ­ 
mediately to hear argum ent in the Cor­ 
coran habeas corpus case. 
Justice Field displayed no nervousness 
whatever and referred freely in conversa­ 
tion with attorneys and his associates to 
the exciting incidents of yesterday’s trag­ 
edy. 
He is still constantly under the pro­ 
tection of a Deputy Marshal, as is also 
Judge Sawyer. 
The prelim iuary hearing of Deputy Mar­ 
shal Nagle will come up before a Justice of 
the Peace at Stockton cn W ednesday next. 
Messrs. Dudley, Campbell. Budd, M cElrath 
and McPike have already offered their 
services as counsel. 
A slrong etlort will be 
made after exam ination to secure bail. 
If 
it is refused the m atter will be taken to the 
highest Courts. 
United States Marshal 
Franks praisrs Nagle's conduct and wilt 
use all his power to secure him proper 
legal defense and bail. 
Mr. Franks has secured from Nagle de­ 
tails of the affair, all substantially as pub­ 
lished. 
Nagle was confident that Terry 
drew back bis hand after striking Justice 
Field the second tim e tor the purpose of 
pulling from his coat the knife he is pre­ 
sumed to have carried. 
Ir is remembered 
that he once made affidavit that he always 
went armed. 
It is the theory of those 
about the t nited States M arshal’s office 
that Mrs. Terry, when she threw herself on 
her husband’s body, took a weapon from 
him . 
The instructions of Marshal Franks from 
Attorney-General Miller to protect both 
Judges Field and Sawyer were in some de­ 
tail. The Attorney-General referred in his 
letter of instruction to the rum or that had 
reached W ashiugton, and said: 
‘T shall 
expect you, as M arshal of the district, to 
protect them ,” referring to the Judges 
named. 
Marshal Franks will go to Stock­ 
ton to attend the exam ination. 
Mr. M o 
Pike went up to-day to consult with the 
other attorneys there regarding the pro­ 
posed line of defense. 
Reports that came 
to this city to-day from Stockton Irom pri­ 
vate sources were to the eflect that Mrs. 
Terry was yet there. She was, it is said, 
reviling Justice Field and Marshal Franks, 
and vowing vengeance upon them both. 


CLINTON R. TERRY. 


The Son o í Ju d g e T erry YYho W ill Dls- 
pute W ith Sarah A ltlira. 


S a n F r a n c isc o , A ugust 15th.—Though 
all the newspapers of the city had an­ 
nounced that Judge Terry had only one 
son, Sam. and that he was dead, the Post 
happened to meet a very likely looking 
young m an not unknow n in San Fran­ 
cisco, who bears the relation of son to the 
dead m an. who was on his way to Stock­ 
ton. 
. 
“ Yes, I am a son of Judge Terry, but I 
am a very quiet person. J have, too, since 
my father’s m arriage to this woman, been 
rather estranged from him. 
“Soon after his m arriage." continued 
Clinton R. T trry, “ to which I was bitterly 
opposed, m y father gave me a ranch in 
Fresno county, but I couldn't make it(pay, 
so I went to San Francisco, where Í hold a 
position in the Mint. 
I never had any 
personal difficulty with' this woman only 
when my father was in jail in Alameda 
county. I went to see him one day and 
she wouldn’t perm it them to let m e in. 
I 
finally did get to see my father, however, 
despite her. 
I was not much surprised to 
hear of my father being shot, as I knew 
there was considerable feeling and he was 
quick tempered. 
“ I w ouldn't say much about it if Judge 
Field had him self killed him . Then it 
would have been man for num, but I don’t 
think it was right for this m an Nagle to 
shoot him .” 
Mr. Terry is a bright and intelligent 
young man, who bolds the position of chief 
engineer at the Mini in this city. 
H e is 
at the Yoseraite Hotel, and will lem ain to 
the funeral. 
The young m an will beyond a doubt 
cause Mrs. Terry some trouble, enough 
perhaps to divert her mind from the Sharon 
case for a while. 
He is the real heir of 
Judge Terry, and, h a v i D g no love for his 
stepmother, will undoubtedly assert his 
rights. 
The estate of Judge Terry is variously 
estim ate iu value at from $50,000 to $100,­ 
000. 
It is quite heavily incumbered, how­ 
ever, and there are those who do not 
hesitate to say that it is practically bank­ 
rupt. 
However, what there is the boy will 
claim. 
The widow will be entitled to her share 
in the com m unity properly, but the boy 
will set up the claim that there is no 
com m unity property, bis father not ac­ 
quiring any property since he married 
Marah Althea, 
That, on the contrary, she 
ha* been a source of expetise and is largely 
iudebed to the estate for services, etc. 
On 
the whole, the case will be a very interest­ 
ing one.

T w o are F o u n d in th e W alls o f tlie 
D ining-room . 
Stockton, August 15th. — Contrary to 
first intentions, the San Joaquin countv 
authorities have decided to issue a w arrant 
for the arrest of Justice Field, charging 
him with being an accessory to the m urder 
Terry. To-day District Attorney 
W hite telegraphed Sheriff Cunningham , 
who was in San Francisco, to place Field 
under arrest. 
Cuuningham did not re­ 
ceive the telegram until on the train bound 
to Stockton. 
H e came to Stockton and 
then left for San Francisco agaiu on the 4 
o’clock train. 
So far a» is known there is very little evi­ 
dence connecting Field with the" killing of 
Terry, although the prosecution claims to 
be in possesion of facts sufficient to war­ 
rant the action they have taken. 
Mrs. Terry declares that when she entered 
the room she saw the pistol in Nagle’s 
hand, and also saw one in Field’s,“and 
thinks Field tired oue shot at Terry. 
Fred. Holt, an eye-witness to the affair, 
also avers he saw a pistol in Field’s hand 
B ut opposed to the statem ents of Mrs 
lerry and Holt is the evidence of num er­ 
ous other people who say Nagle had the 
0B»; weapon which was exhibited. Some 
peo^*; ackch some weight to the fact (bat 
two shots were fired iu rspid succession, 
and Nagle's- pistol is not a self cocker. 
Those who saw the shooting state they 
never saw anything done so quickly B3 
Nagle pulled the pistol, and he shot quick 
as a flash, drawing the weapon while aris­ 
ing from his chair. 
In the dining-room 
wall at Lathrop are two holes which it is 
stated were caused by the shooting. One 
bullet was found in Terry’s body, which 
leaves one hole in the wall to be accounted 
tor. 
W itnesses all agree iu saving there 
were but two shots, and two empty cham ­ 
bers were found in Nagle’s pistol, but 
some suggest that possibly there might 
have been two shots fired simultaneously. 


PAPERS NOT YET SERVED.

S a n F r a n c isc o , August* 15th.—U p to a 
late hour to night no w arrant of arrest was 
served on Judge Field, although it is posi­ 
tively known that Sheriff Cuuningham ar­ 
rived at 8:45 P. m from Stockton. 
It is be­ 
lieved the w arrant will not be served until 
morning, as it must first be indorsed bv a 
Judge of this county. 
It is not positively 
known w hether the friends of Judge Field 
will allow him to be taken to Stockton, as 
they fear his life will be jeopardized if he 
went there. Iu all probability some process 
of law will be resorted to 'to keep Judge 
Field in this city, notw ithstanding that 
Judge Field himself ¡3 perfectly willing to 
go to Stockton and answer to the charge 
against him .

THE FUNERAL. 


T he W idow A nxious T h a t I t Should be 
M ade a P u b lic G ath erin g . 


S t o c k t o n , August 15th.—The counsel 
for Mrs. Terry are putting forth strong 
efforts to make the funeral a sensational 
event. So far, however, they have had but 
poor success. It was published in this 
m orning's papers that the funeral would 
take place under the joint auspices of the 
Pioneers and Mexican Veterans. 
W. L. 
Robinson, the Secretary of the Pioneer So- 
ciiy, was interviewed on the subject. 
He 
said ihat Terry never I;ad been a represent­ 
ative pioneer, and ihat the society would 
not turn out as a body. Individuals might 
go, but the funeral would in no wav bo 
noticed by the socie'y. John Adani3,"t’ne 
Secretary of the Mexican Veterans, was 
next seen. 
H e said that there never W8S 
over twenty Mexican veterans in 
the 
whole county, and that he did not believe 
they would turn out. Sarah Althea, when 
seen this morning, was confident that the 
funeral would be under the auspices of one 
or the other of the societies. In the m ean­ 
tim e the body of the deceased Judge lies 
in the uno’cryiker's establishm ent without 
being embalmed. This m orning W. L. 
Ashe and \Y .E Turner arrived in Stock­ 
ton to act as counsel for Mrs. Terry and 
to help take chargs of the funeral. The 
first bad move made by the Terry Darty 
was having the funeral set for Friday. 
The people here say that nobody ever 
comes into town on that day, whereas if 
they had fixed it for Saturday crowds who 
would have attended would have given it 
the air of a popular dem onstration. Nearly 
all the ranchera of San Joaquin county 
come into town that day. 


G A T H E R IN G 
TESTIM O N Y' 


A t th e L ittle W aysid e Statio n W h ere the 
T rag ed y w a s E n acted . 


L a t i i r o p , August 15th.—This m orning 
dawned quietly upon the town, and n o th ­ 
ing rem ains of the tragedy that occurred 
yesterday which will bring this junction 
intoprom ineuce all over the civilized world. 
About 9 o’clock a . m ex-United Stales Dis­ 
trict Attorney McPike and attornej'S Camp­ 
bell and Dudley arrived in a carriage for 
the purpose of getting the facts and dis­ 
tances which ied up the great tragedy of 
yesterday.

F. J. Lincoln of the firm of Stackpole & 
Lincoln is the only reliable eye-witness 
known at present. H e was requested to 
designate the positions assumed bv Justice 
Field. Deputy Marshal Nagle, Terry and 
Mrs. Terry, which were m inutely described j 
by him. 
The attorneys m entioned are here in be­ 
half of the defense, gathering all possible ! 
inform ation. They have also interviewid ! 
L. E. Woodward, conductor of the passen- ' 
ger train which brought the principals here 
for breakfast. The exact date is not at 
present set for the prelim inary exam ina­ 
tion. 


TERRY’S ESTATE. 


77*. E. T urner E stim ates It to l>e 77'ortli 
About *40,000. 


S t o c k t o n , August 15:h.—It cannot be 
ascertained w hether Terry left a will or 
not. 
Mrs. Terry was to-day asked concern­ 
ing the m atter and immediately became 
very indignant, refusing to talk upon the 
subject. 
W. E Turner, a Modesto attor­ 
ney and an intim ate friend of Terry, and 
as well acquainted as anyone with the 
business aifairs of the deceased, said to-dav 
to a reporter that three m onths ago he was 
talking to Terry and Terry remarked that 
he was getting old and in addition was in 
a m uddle sufficient to kill any m an. 
H e 
said he thought it would he advisable to 
make a will, but then said laughingly, that 
he guessed he had ten years more to live. 
W hether or not Terry subsequently made 
a will T urner does not kjiow. 
Terry’s estate consists of 1,700 acres of 
land in Fresno county, heavily mortgaged ; 
a two-third interest in 1.000 head of cattle: 
a half section of good farming land; forty 
acres near Fresno City, worth alone about 
$10,000; a house and two lots in Stockton, 
worth about $7,000 and mortgaged for 
nearly $3,000; several vacant lots here and 
a two fifths interest iu a mine in Arizona, 
the value of which is not known. The es­ 
tate, in T urner’s judgm ent, is worth about 
$40,000.

T erry ’» N eighbor» S»y th e Shooting W as 
Ju stifiab le. 
Stockton. August 15th.—The Terry case 
ta still the one topic of conversation, and 
here where Judge Terry is well-known and 
resided m any years, public opinion seems 
to be of the same cbaracter-M hat the tragic 
ending to th e quarrel between Judge Field 
and him self whs inevitable. 
Most people 
were not direct|y friendly with or pre­ 
judiced against Terry entertain theopinion, 
and are Dot backward in expiessing it, that 
Nagle was justified in his shooting Terry. 
The funeral will take place to-morrow at 
i. o clock. The services will take place at 
the Episcopal Church. The body is still at 
the Morgue. Mrs. Terry has never left the 
body.

T erry 's T h re a ts to K ill F ie ld D id N ot 
F rig h ten e d tlie L a tte r. 
Los A ngkles, August 15th.—Judge Wid- 
ney, of this city, in an interview with a 
reporter, said : " I have feared some such 
thing as this. 
I called on Judge Field at 
his hotel in this city on Monday evening, 
and in the course of our conversation the 
Sharon and Terry case came up for discus­ 
sion. 
“ Judge Field explained to me then why 
he had come to the l’acific Coast this year. 
As nearly as possible I will give vou his 
own words. 
H esaid : ’I had planned to go 
to Europe this year, and to visit the Paris 
Exposition. 
I had bfen out to the coast 
sitting on the circuit here for two years in 
succession, and it was in reality the turn 
of one cf the other Justices to come, 
Not 
a great while ago, however, some of Jfldge 
Terry’s friends in W ashington informed 
some of my friends that they had better 
urge me not to come to California this vear. 
They said that if I did come Terry w'ould 
make trouble for me if he chanced to meet 
me here, and in fact gave my friends to 
understand that he had intim ated that he 
would kill me. 
YVhen I heard this I de­ 
cided at once to forego my trip to Europe 
and to come to California this year, al­ 
though it was not my turn to come, aud so 
informed the friends'who told me of TeTry’s 
threats against me. Tbese gentlemen then 
went to my brothers, urging them to pre­ 
vent m y coming, but received very cold 
comfort. 
My brothers told the gentlemen 
that if I did net have courage to return to 
California under the circumstances they 
would compel me to come. Compulsion 
was not necessary, and here I am .’ 


T H E N E 7TS A B R O A D . 


T h e S ensation P ro d u ce d in N eighboring 
an d E aste rn C ities. 
I ndianapolis, August 15th.—Attorney- 
General Miller was tound at his hom e and 
asked concerning the command which he 
was quoted sa having given to the Marshal 
at San Francisco. 
“ It was given ont,” said 
he, “ under m y direction. There was dan­ 


ger that Judge Terry, who was stated to be 
a violent and desperate man, would very 
likely m ake a deadly assault upon Judge 
Field and Judge Sawyer—one or both of 
them —snd that some precautions ought to 
be taken in the premises.

called the attention of the Marshal of that 
district to these statements, and told him 
that it was due to the countrv and Courts 
that precautions should be taken to keep 
the peace and protect the Courts and Judges 
in the discharge of their duliee."

it m ust hurry and become c iv iliz e d . 
The Nioi says: 
Terrv died with his 
boots on yesterday morning, and David C. 
Broderick, after an interval of just thirty 
yeats, is at last in some infinitesimal de­ 
gree revenged by the Deputy M arshal's 
pistol, 
ferry was oue of the most reckless 
and desperate survivals of the early davs of 
Californian development. 
His slaying of 
Broderick embittered his life, exasperated 
and defeated him at all points and made 
him lawless, irrespousibie and a menace to 
society. 
H e is well out of the way. 
The Star says: It seems like retributive 
justice that ex-Judge DavidS. Terrv should 
liave died a violent death. 
H e was a man 
cf strong passior.s, v Ith no respect for law 
except when it suited his purpose. 
It 
would be too much to say that Judge Terry 
deserved his fate, still his death is not 
without a useful lesson. A m an cannot go 
through life defying the law with im pu 
nity, even in the YVest, w ithout sooner or 
later meeting some one equally ready to 
settle disputes by force. 
It is unfortunate 
for society it he does not, for the example 
is sure to breed bad results. 
The Press says Terry died ihe death of a 
dog. 
The Herald says the tragedy has no par­ 
allel in crim iual annals, and "declares that 
most interesting law points will be raised 
in the trial as to the justifiableness of such 
scooting. Nearly a colum n editorial con­ 
cludes : 
Meanwhile, has the last act in the 
eventful dram a been reached ? 8arah Al­ 
thea Hill, the leading actress, still lives. 
The evening papers nave editorials on 
the Terry tragedy.

received his desert. 


JUSTICE FIELD KNEW H IS DANGER. 
_ W a s h in g t o n , August 14th.—The shoot­ 
ing of Judge Terry has caused the greatest 
excitement here. 
Judge Field before leaving W ashington 
stated to a correspondent of the California 
Associated P ress: "I am well aware that 
my life has been threatened, and knowing 
as well as I do the spirit of that class of 
men, probably in danger. 
I do not by any 
means underestim ate a threat of that kind, 
but I am prepared to go there and sit as 
usual on the hench. It would be preposter­ 
ous to thiuk of a Judge being deterred 
from sitting on the bench by the threats of 
such ruffians as may desire to intim idate 
the Courts in these matters. To tell you 
the truth, I do not fear anv manifestation 
cf personal violence from this man, for I 
do not think he wiil carry out the threats.”

he will go the Judges’ chambers to make 
the arrest. Judge Field was at his hotel 
to-night but refused to be seen, and was iu 
consultation with District Attorney Carey 
and attorney Herron.

Cunningham of Stockton made an unoffi­ 
cial call on Judge Field about 10 o’clock 
to-night.

W hen found 
all of her clothes were burned and her 
body was burned in a frightful m anner. 
She was taken to a neighboring house 
where she died several hours after. The 
house and contents were valued at $3,000. 


SER7'ED HIM RIGHT. 


A M urderer Taken From a .Jail aud 
Lynched by a Mob. 


R o s l y n (W. T ), August 15th.—Tuesday 
night, at 12 o'clock, Fred Trotm an, a 
saloon-keeper, shot Thomas J. Thomas, a 
miner, in cold blood. Thomas owed Trot­ 
man $2, which Trotm an asked him in an 
insulting m anner to pay. Thom as an­ 
swered that he had no money then, but 
would pay it as soon as possible." W ithout 
further provocation Trotm an drew a re­ 
volver aud shot him , the bullet striking 
one and a half inches above the heart. 
Trotm an was arrested and lodged in jail. 
A crowd began to gather at the jail earlv 
yesterday m orning and at 7:30 o’clock the 
mob, unmasked, overpowered the guard, 
broke open the jail door with a crowbaraud, 
throwing a rope around Trotm an’s neck, 
were going to drag the m urderer to a place 
to hang him , but he was finally allowed to 
walk. 
H e was taken to the engine-house of the 
railroad, about 150 yards from the jail. A 
rope was thrown over a rafter and pulled 
taut. 
W hile the nrob bad him in charge 
he halloed “m urder” until the engine- 
house was reached, when he seemed as if 
from flight to lose all control of bis voice, 
and appeared as though dead before being 
hanged. A slight twitching in the legs was 
all the strnggle he made. 
H e was cut 
down at 8:30 u’clock by tbe Justice cf the 
Peace and placed in jail to await the Cor­ 
oner. 
Im m ediately after the shooting Troim an 
declared "he had four or five more to fin­ 
ish yet,” and when he learned that Thomas 
was likely to die, he said he "was glad of 
i t ,' aud that “he never missed when be 
shot.” 
It has since been learned that Trotman 
leaves a widow in Europe, whom he aban­ 
doned and came to Colorado and married 
again, and had abandoned his second wile 
Everybody is a unit in saying be got what 
he deserved. 
No oue seems to know who 
did the lynching. 
Thomas is some better, and his doctors 
say the chancea are a little in hia favor. 
H e is a hard-working man. 


TERRIBLE DEATH 


A F a rm e r A ccid en tally Shoots H im se lf— 
H o rrib ly B u rn ed . 
S elma. August I5th.—Francis M. Cox. a 
prom inent rancher living near Selma, was 
found dead near hia residence just after 
noon to-day. 
He took a double-barreled 
shotgun to kill jack rabbits, and it is sup­ 
posed as he wasciimbiDg a fence he fell and 
the gun was discharged. 
His clothes were 
set on fire and the body was horribly 
burned. 
H e leaves a wife and four chil­ 
dren, and was about 41 vears old.

UNEQUAL COMFETITION. 
The 7'lcws of C om m ercial Men of Sail 
k’raavist'o. 
In conversation with a reporter of the 
Pori, Captain \Vr. L. Merry, who introduced 
the resolutions in the San Francisco C ham , 
ber of Commerce that resulted iu the call 
for tbe Commercial Convention of tbe 29th 
instant, on W ednesday said : 
“ The position which tbe Canadian P a­ 
cific Railway is perm itted by our Govern­ 
m ent to occupy iu transcontinental do­ 
mestic transportation is nut consistent with 
equuy or justice to American interests. 
How can our Government expect repay­ 
ment of financial aid given tbe railways 
which it perm its to be despoiled of their 
domestic traffic by foreign competition 
within its power to prevent, especially 
when this competition was not anticipated 
when these roads were constructed ' 
1 he bonded system ot transportation 
through foreign territory should be abol­ 
ished. 
II it is proper to protect our do­ 
mestic carrying trade irom foreign compe­ 
tition by water (and this is the traditional 
policy of our Government) it is equa'lv 
necessary to do so by laud. The fourth 
clause of the interstate commerce law 
sbotiid be liberally inferpreied as regards 
San Francisco, which, being a sea port is 
as clearly entitled tofhe exceptions allowni 
by the Act in its allusion to difiVrence in 
condition and circuit stances as are Ihe 
lake ports, to v, h im the same advantage 
is permitted. 
“ The evident intent of the Dominion 
Government to vigorously attack American 
commerce afloat and ashore must be com­ 
bated with equal vigor, or American Pa­ 
cific coast ports will suffer severely, and 
none more than Bin Francisco. 
I regard 
the coming commercial conference called 
by the Chamber of Commerce as a very im ­ 
portant and timely movement for the above 
and other equally forcible reasons.” 


INTERFERES W ITH ISD X I’KNDENCE. 
It is my impression that the interstate 
commerce law should be repealed," said 
Colonel L L. Baker,senior member of the 
firm of Baker & Ham ilton. “ It should be 
abolished, because it interferes with tne in­ 
dependence of tue railroads. 
It not re­ 
pealed, then that portion of it which pre­ 
vents fair eompetion with the Canadian 
Pacific for the carrying trade of this coast 
should be annulled. 
“ I am in favor of the establishment of a 
Commission to take testimony aud act un­ 
der authority of Congress, bearing a sim ilar 
relation to Congress to that borne by the 
Supreme Court Commissioners to the Su­ 
preme Court in this State. Congress itself 
cannot give tim e to Ibis question w ithout 
clogging other legislation, and a question 
of this kind is apt to take on a political 
significance that interferes with a just ar­ 
rangem ent Snch a Commission us I sug­ 
gest would be nonpartisan, and should 
have power to liberally construe the fourth 
clause of the interstate commerce law in 
such a case, for instance, as that of this 
city.” 


ABSOLUTELY IMPREGNA S í.K. 
Ill a pam phlet written bv A. N. Towne, 
of the Southern Pacific Company, Mr! 
Towne took substantially the ground that 
the interstate com me rce law was building 
up tbe Canadian Pacific Railroad ami the 
town of Vancouver at the expense of San 
Francisco. 
L. B. Benchley, General M an­ 
ager of the Pacific Rolling Mill Company, 
said to the reporter that he considered Mr. 
Towne s position on the question as abso­ 
lutely impregnable. 
Charles Merrill, of Holbrook, Merrill & 
Co., said he believed the interstate com­ 
merce law's influence was detrim ental to 
the interests of the coast. 
"I believe that 
American goods should 
be carried 
in 
American cars,” he declared emphatically. 
He regarded the present state of affairs as 
m ilitating directly against American roads 
to the advantage of the Canadian Pacific, 
which had no tramm els placed by Govern­ 
m ent upon its traffic. 


IN AN UNFAIR POSITION. 
Jam es B. Stetson, of the same firm, 
agreed with Mr. Merrill that the position 
into which American roads were forced 
with relation to the Canadian Pacific was 
unfair. 
“ We practice what w t preach," he 
added, “aud patronize American roads 
only.” 
^ Joseph May, lire partner of ex United 
States Senator 77'illiams, taid briefly: “ I 
am opposed to encouraging foreign roads 
at the expeuse of American interests.”

THE EEHHING SEA QUESTION. 


T h e New York Evening Post amazes us. 
T h a t so intelligent and scholarly a journal 
can take such a jiosition as it does regard­ 
in g the Behring Sea question is a surprise. 
In its issue of the 15th it says: 
T he indignation of Canada over the seizure 
o f tie Biack Diamond is quite n atural. It is 
unquestionably an outrage for w hich com pen- 
satio u will have to be m ade. 
It has repeatedly declared the position 
o f the Government concerning the B ehr­ 
ing Sea closure to lie untenable, monstrous, 
anti opposed to the principles of interna- 
iional law and common justice. 
But a re- 
Tiew of the facts will show that the Post 
is either ill-inform ed or stubbornly deter­ 
m ined to find fault with its own. 
The 
clearest and most concise statem ent of the 
question yet made comes from the pen of 
e x -Congressman Felton, and appeared in 
th e Argonaut of last week. 
The facts 
found by Mr. Felton, who was a member 
o f the Conference Committee on the bill 
declaring the |>olicy of the Government, 
a re susceptible of brief statem ent. 
They 
du not differ m aterially from the state­ 
m ents already published in the R e c o r d - 


L MON, but in their orderly arrangement 
and in the clearing away of two or three 
errors, Mr. Felton’s pajier performs new 
an d valuable'service. 
According to this 
resum e of the law and the facts, the sea 
was discovered by a Russian navigator in 
1725, and from that day to the date 
of 
the cession to the U nited 
States, 
Russia claimed and m aintained exclusive 
jurisdiction over the water as murine ter­ 
ritory, and made it a closed sea. 
The iKis­ 
ses.-ions of that nation on the east, north, 
and west in m ainland, and the chain of 
th e A leutian Islands upon the south, com­ 
pletely lock in the sea to an extent that 
justified the claim of Russia. 
But w hether 
th e southern boundary is sufficiently com­ 
pact or not to m aintain the claim, makes 
little difierence, since Russia’s claim was 
advanced also for the purpose of prosecut­ 
ing seal tishing, the seals and otters inhab­ 
itin g th at sea almo: t exclusively, and not 
departing from it to any considerable ex­ 
ten t. 
For the purpose of fishing, Russian 
subjects occupied the waters undisputedly; 
g ran ts o? privileges were made to them , 
restrictions enforced, and trading stations 
established. 
In 1S21, one of the chartered 
com panies complained of interference by 
foreigners, whercu)>on Russia protected 
.her le-sees, and issued a manifesto, re­ 
counting her claims, re asserting them, 
and warning trespassers to desist. 
She fol­ 
lowed this up by patroling the sea wiih 
aiiips of war, a practice she kept up to the 
tim e of the session to the U nited States, 
a n d which she still continúes in liei half 
o f the territory. 
To the manifesto re­ 
ferred to, England and the U nited States 
protested, 
I n so far as it extended 
tbe Dominion ot 
R u -sU four degrees south, and to tb e one btin- 
<ir> <1 m ile lim it. 
Mr. Adams, then Secretary of 
S tate, conceded ttie boundary nam ed in the 
c h a ro r to the Ku siau Am erican Company, viz , 
■to th e fiily-tifth p arallel on the roast o f the 
N o itn Pacific Ocean, but resis ed th e claim of 
K u u -ia to th e coast betw een ihc flrty-timt aud 
fifiy-fifth para léis north, also the exclusion of 
A m erican ships trom the North Pacific Ocean, 
M atin-.Ahal "w ith the Ituaaiau scttiem cuts at 
K isiiitT or at Sitka, tbe Urn ted States mav fairly 
Claim th e advantage of a free trade, having so 
long enjoyed it unm olested, and btcatwe it has 
been, at d would continue to be, a« advantage 
o u t to those st ttlenivnts av to them ." 


T h e dispute was settled by treaties, and 
these treaties show that the issue related 
only to the coast and waters of the North 
Pacific between the fifty-first parallel north 
latitude and Mt. St. F.lias, aud east of the 
o n e hundred and forty-first m eridian of 
longitude. 
In all the protests, «orrespondenc-, negotia 
lio n s, and treaties, there is no ullusiou to Beh­ 
rin g 's Sea. ihe A leutian Island-, or to any region 
0 1 country or sea v\ it fa in one thousand m iles cf 
its eastern bordi r. hence the sovereignly «*• 
•w ted and m aintained by Kns-da over th at sea 
l'rom its discovery to it* partition and cession to 
th e Uui ted -lates, a period of ove rone hundred 
a n d forty years, has never been officiallv ques­ 
tio n ed or denied. 
Mr. Felton adds that in the treaties 
th ere is no allusion w hatever to the claim 
©f or to any surrender by Russia of any ju­ 
risdiction over Behring Sea. 
Russia al­ 
ways controlled the taking of marine life 
in the sea, and still doe* in the west half, 
over which she exercises undisputed own­ 
ership. 
Mr. Felton calls attention to the 
debate in the Senate over the treaty of 
©es-ion, which was notice to all the world 
©f Russia’s claim ; and he invites particu­ 
la r attention to the language of Mr. Sum­ 
ner, speaking fur the treaty, in which he 
m ade it manifest that the chief object uf 
o u r purchase was the m arine life in the 
sea, and it follows that our title is as com­ 
plete to the eastern half of the waters as is 
th a t of Russia to the western half, and 
w hich no nation has ventured to question. 
I 11 1868 Congress passed an Act that clearly 
■exposes the view entertained of the m at­ 
te r in the title and body, fur it was an Act 
providing that— 
"T he taws ot tbe United Stales relating to cus­ 
tom s, com m erce and'navigation are e ste n d td 
to and over all tbe m ain land, islands and 
w ale s of tbe territory cededlo t:.e Unite 1 states 
b y tbe Em peror of Hu sia. 
t alaoprov d rs 
t b s ' (see Kev spit., See. L*»Oi "n o p eoon shell 
lri’,1 ar.y f i-seal or oth er tur-l oa ing anim als 
w itn in th e l:n v t-o f Alaska Tcrrito¡y or in ihe 
» a ers theieuf.’’ 
I n I S e i c u r Government g av e n o tice to 


all the world that we would punish any 
one not authorized by it who took seals in 
Alaskan waters, and it prepared ships to 
patrol the sea and enforce the declaration 
and m aintain our exclusive rights in the 
sea. 
This is the case, in brief, and we in­ 
sist th at it is a strong one for the U nited 
States, and does not justify tbe Post’s 
charge th at the seizure of the Black D ia­ 
mond was “ an outrage.” 


I t is contended by th e wife of Judge 
T erry th at he only intended to slap Justice 
Field in the face, and not to kill him, and 
in proof of the assertion it is pointed out 
that T erry was found to have no arms upon 
his person when his body was searched. 
But there was ample tim e to have removed 
his weapons when his wife fell upon his 
body, crying for vengeance. 
But w hether 
Terry was armed or not is im m aterial, 
since no man fam iliar w ith the difficulty 
T erry liad in the U nited States Court, his 
well-known character as a weapon-carry­ 
ing man, his boasts of the fact, and his 
threats against the persons of Justice 
Field and Judge Sawyer, could act uj>on 
any other presumption than that Terry 
was armed, and was provoking Field to 
conflict for the express purpose of killing 
him . 
I t has not come to pass as yet that 
any litigant who is disgruntled over a de­ 
cision adverse to him has license to slap 
the face of the magistrate. 
W hen we 
come to th at pass Judges must go arm ed— 
no, when th at condition of society is es­ 
tablished there will be no necessity to elect 
or appoint Judges, and th e law may retire 
into other than American fields for the 
exercise erf justice, leaving to us for the 
settlem ent of issues by the strong right hand, 
-and the code of the pistol and the knife. 


T h e annual report of the Internal Rev­ 
enue D epartm ent of the Governm ent, just 
filed, discloses the fact th at there is a con­ 
tinued increase of the consumption of to" 
bacco and liquors. 
B ut the showing is 
not of th e same character made four vears 
ago, when the increase was in the direction 
of m alt liquors in th e one case and of 
cigars in the other. 
Four years ago it was 
shown in these columns th at the per capita 
consumption of spirituous liquors in the 
U nited States liad, in forty years, fallen off 
over 75 per cent., w hile the per capita 
consumption of m alt liquors had advanced 
more than six fold ; th at the consumption 
of tobacco had its chief per capita increase 
in cigars. 
The present showing is th at 
there has been a per capita increase in the 
consumption of alcoholic liquors and a 
decrease in the use of m alt liquors. 
This 
is not easily accounted for, and we are at a 
loss to divine the reason for this showing. 
Certainly it does not tend to reflect credit­ 
ably upon the sobriety of the people, nor 
does it show that prohibitory enactments 
have hail much effect. 
In the m atter of 
tobacco we can well understand why the 
per capita of cigars has not kept pace with 
th at of the more dangerous and demoral ­ 
izing cigarette, charged as it is w ith drugs 
and the destruction of all th at is worthy 
in manhood. 


1 h a t the indignity of the vicious assault 
by T erry upon Justice Field should be 
supplemented by the arrest of the latter, is 
a m atter of shame to the State. 
There is 
nothing w hatever in th e case, and all its 
details have been exploited, th at warrants 
this action. 
It is due to the haste and the 
ill judgm ent of the prosecuting officials of 
Stockton, or of San Joaquin county. 
It 
has come to a strange pass, to be sure, 
when the assailed party, who isa Judge of 
an American Court and is assaulted because 
of the dissatisfaction of a litigant with the 
tenor of a decision of the Court, must be 
pu t to the shame of a charge of murder 
because his assailant lias been killed by an 
officer of his Court. W e repeat, that there 
is not the shadow of an excuse for listen, 
ing to the ravings of a woman who hates 
the tribunal over which Justice Field pre­ 
sides, and yielding to her demand for the 
arrest of th e chief officer of the Court. 
Nevertheless, wc feel certain th at the ven­ 
erable ju rist will prove his title to good 
citizenship by appearing before his ac­ 
cusers and clearing liis skirts of even the 
faintest suspicion th at he had any contem­ 
plation of the killing ot Terry, or that 
there was any suggestion of a scheme or 
plot to work the undoing of that misguided 


J ustice F ie l d preached a full sermon 
upon the system of free governm ent in his 
reply to the inquiry if he was armed when 
T erry assaulted him . 
“ No,” 
said he, 
“when the J udges of Cour ourts are com­ 
pelled to arm them selvesfor defense against 
assault in consequence of their judicial 
action, it will lie time todissolve the Courts, 
consider government a failure and relajise 
into barbarism.” 
W e m ight very well 
extend the rem ark w ith the supplement 
th at when the Courts of the country are 
led to believe th at they can render judg­ 
ment only at the peril of the lives of the 
Judges, th eir usefulness will have departod 
— and it looks as if there is a class in the 
country that hold to the claim of right to 
browbeat, knock down, and even to pistol 
Judges th at do not conform their rulings 
to the notions outsiders entertain. 


T lie L esson o f It. 
[3. F. Post, August 15th.] 
Unless ihe principle can be firmly set­ 
tled aud established that a judicial officer 
is not to be held personally responsible to 
disappointed litigants for" his official acts, 
the law-m aking power may as well sus­ 
pend operations and the Courts adjourn 
sine die. It cannot be disputed bv any 
thinking and reasoning person that the de­ 
cision of a Judge in any m atter before the 
tribunal in which be sits m ust be conclu­ 
sively presumed to be devoid of all person­ 
ality, and must be regarded only as tbe ex­ 
position of the law ; and this being so, 't 
necessarily follows that the Judge, who is 
only the mouthpiece of the law, should be 
no more personally accountable for his de­ 
cisions than the cierk who enters them in 
tbe record or the Marshal or Sheriff who 
carries them into execution. 
It will not be disputed that the bitter 
enm ity of David 8. Terry towards Judge 
Field "bad its origin in certain official and 
judicial acts and decisions of the latter, 
and not in any matters cf a private or per­ 
sonal nature " Terry chose to think him ­ 
self aggrieved, not by the action of Stephen 
J. Field, bat by the rulings and orders of 
Associate Ju 'tice Field of the United 
States Suprem e Court, sitting in tbe Cir 
cait Court, aud, because o f his o'ojec'ious 
to such luliugs aud ordtrs. he makes an 
assault upon the person of the Judge, and 
is k'lled for so doing. 
The case was not one of au ordinary as­ 
sault by one citizen upon another, and 
no refinement of reasoning can m ik e it 
such 
When David S. Terry s.ruck Judge 
Field he set him self directly in opposition 
to the judicial p iwer of the United 8ta;es. 
and detied one of the co-ordinate branches 
of tbe Government 
He not onlv comrnitte I 
an offei se against tbe laws of tbe State of 
California, but he tried to tram ple upon the 
judicial power and authority of the Federal 
Government, and got just what* he might 
have expected and what be deserved. 
W hile tbe tragedy which has taken place 
is lamentable, it carries an im portant les­ 
son. Ii will teach those who have been 
unsuccessful in litigation that their remedy 
is by an appeal in due form of law, and n "t 
an attack or a-sanlt upon the Judge wh > 
decided against them 
It will put an end, 
in a mes- nr*1, to the threats of personal re­ 
venge, which are not infrequent, and it will 
warn all who would lay im pious hum s 
upuu the temple uf justice or upon its niin- 
iati-rs that they do so a: their peril.

IMPORTANT DECISION FROM THE GEN­ 


ERAL LAND OFFICE. 


A M in e ra l L a n d C la im tlia t A ffects th e

In December last L. E. P. Lachlan ap~ 
plied to the Federal Land Office in this city 
for a m ineral entry on certain tracts of 
land in El Dotado county. The applica­ 
tion was rejected by Register Hetzel on the 
following grounds : 
First—The conflict of a portion of the 
tract sought to be entered with the grant to 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company. 
Second—On the ground of conflict of 
other portions of the tract w ith mineral 
patents already issued by the Government. 
T hird—On the gronnd of conflict with 
patents issued by the Government, under 
tbe town-site law, to the inhabitants of the 
town of Greenwood, E l Dorado county, 
on February 3, 1874. 
The Register held that the first two 
grounds of conflict are local, and not of 
general interest. The Commissioner of the 
General Land Office has sustained the 
Register in his rejection of the application 
upon each and every ground; but, with 
reference to the third gronnd, has in­ 
structed the local office that, if so de­ 
manded by the mineral applicant, a hear­ 
ing m ust be ordered to determ ine whether 
or not this particular m ineral claim was 
known to exist prior to its entry to the 
townsite patent, or prior to its occupancy 
or im provem ent for residence or business 
purposes under the townsite title. 
Tbe General Land Office further holds 
that if it be proven, after a hearing, that 
the land in conflict was known to be valu­ 
able for m ineral purposes at or prior to the 
inception of the town-site entry, or prior 
to its occupancy and im provem ent for resi­ 
dence or business purposes under the town- 
site title, the General Land Office will 
recommend the Secretary of the Interior 
that suit be instituted in "the nam e of the 
United States to declare that portion of the 
town-site patent proven 
to 
have been 
known to be valuable for m ineral purposes 
void and of no effect. The Commissioner, 
in his decision, refers to a decision ren­ 
dered by the Secretary of the Interior on 
July 9ih last, in the case of the Govern­ 
m ent against Laney. 
The effect of this decision, under certain 
possible contingencies 
that 
may arise, 
would seem to be very far-reaching and 
full of im portance to towns in the m ining 
sections, m any of which are built on ground 
that in early days was covered by mining 
claims, and which ground Í3 still known to 
be valuable for mining purposes. The Re­ 
sult of the contest in the Greenwood case 
will be watched with great interest, as the 
character of the evidence that will be taken 
at the hearing ordered by the General Land 
Office will determ ine the extent of the dan­ 
ger that threatens other towns located un­ 
der sim ilar conditions to those of Green­ 
wood. 


PLEASANT AFFAIR. 


F rie n d s o f M a y o r G re g o ry T e n d e r H im 
a B irth d a y S u rp rise . 
Mayor Eugene Gregory was last night 
made the recipient of a surprise that was 
perhaps the most complete success of any­ 
thing of the kind that had ever before taken 
place in this city. 
The occasion was the 
thirty-fifth anniversary of his birthday, 
and the affair was so quietly arranged by 
the members of the Native Sons’ organiza­ 
tion and the city officials that he was kept 
in perfect ignorance of what was going to 
be done. These bodies had decided that it 
would be a fitting opportunity on which to 
give expression to the respect and adm ir­ 
ation which they all entertained for Mr. 
Gregory as friend, “brother,” citizen ami 
public official. 
Business had called him to 
San Francisco, and when he returned last 
night he found his residence in possession 
ot a great throng of people, while his ap­ 
proach had the magic effect of bringing 
into action a fall brass band, which em­ 
phasized with an appropriate air the wel­ 
come that awaited him . H e was taken 
thoroughly by surprise, but the situation 
was soon explained, and he entered heart­ 
ily into the spirit of the reception, which 
was quite informal. There were present 
delegations of gentlemen connected with 
the several departm ents of the city govern­ 
m ent, the Police Departm ent being espe­ 
cially well represented, while Native Sons 
were stowed around everywhere, tilling 
the parlors, halls and reception-rooms. 
The parlors bore evidences of a previous 
invasion, as the walls were embellished 
with mottoes expressive of sentim ents of 
love aud esteem for the recipient of the 
honors of the evening. 
Over a handsome 
portrait < f the Mayor (or, more correctly 
speaking, over a finely-executed portrait of 
the handsom e Mayor.) was the greeting, 
“ Welcome’’ done in evergreens, with the 
letters, “ N. S. G. W .” On one side were 
the words, “Showers of Blessings Fall on 
Thee;’’ and on the opposite side, “Many 
H appy Returns of the Dey,” while below 
tbe portrait was, “Blessings On Thee.” 
The wife, mother, sisters and brothers of 
the Mayor received the guests. 
After all had arrived. Mayor Gregorv 
w es conducted to an inner parlor, where be 
was informed that one of his friends had 
something to say to him . Robert T. Devlin 
then approached, aud 
addressing him , 
said: 
Mayor Gregory—Brother Gregory—Engene Greg­ 
ory: W hen the heart is full tbe lips are silent. 
Oa this iKcasiou. when your friend* have as 
sem bled to com m em órate the anniversary oi 
your birth, I fear th a t the «ommission with 
which I have by them been intrusted will be 
but im perfectly discharged 
T.i-day thev look 
back w ith you over the years th at have pa-sed, 
each one of them irorn the tim e w hen you 
entered upon m anhood’s estate, gilded bv some 
generous act, and all of them exhibiting a 
continuous display of courtesy, kinduess aud 
nob’.e character. 2 here are some things in this 
world th at gold cannot m easure and wealth 
cannot buy. An established position in t t e 
business world, th e confidence of your fellow- 
citizcns, the devotion of true and trusted friends, 
the consciousness of an upright and honorable 
life—all these are vuuts. 
You have not ob­ 
tained them by birth or accident, but vou have 
honestly won them by your own individual 
m erit. 
For over two years you have been the chief 
executive officer of our city. 
Your duties have 
been m any and irksom e ; but vou have seem ed 
in the whole course of your official life to have 
considered duty a pleasure. 
In th e perform ­ 
ance of the duties of honorable and resiKiusible 
otbcc you have exhibited that rare com bination 
of qualities—genial m anner, delicate tact, cool 
judgm eut, firm decision Slid energetic action. 
The officers at the City Hall, the Police De­ 
partm ent, and those who have been associated 
w ith you in the 
m anagem ent of our m u­ 
nicipal 
governm ent, 
uniting 
w ith 
vour 
m auy friends from 
all 
walks 
of life." do 
not desire th at your birthday should pass 
away 
v ithout affording 
them au opportu­ 
nity of show ing tbe estim ation in w hich you 
are held. They have accordingly delegated me 
to present to you, in th eir nam e, this beautiful 
diam ond piu. liich and radiant though ii is, 
yet prize it more for the sentim ent that prom pts 
the gift. 
le t it rem ind you that now in the 
m id-day of your life, your friends rejoice that 
your course lias been such as to tie them to yon 
by links stronger thau steel. They rejoice that 
you who are, I m ay say, in every sense a Sacra­ 
m ento boy, have, at au early age, acquired a 
distinguished position In civic life. Allow me 
now. in handing to you this dazzling Jewel, to 
accom pany it w ith the heartfelt wishes of all 
your friends for your happiness, success and 
prosperity. 
The gifts were both beautifal and valua­ 
ble. T hat tendered by tbe Native Son9 was 
a go’d badge typical of the insigna of that 
Order. It conaisted of a gold bar about 
two and one-half inches long, bearing tbe 
name of the recipient, “ Eugene Gregorv, ’ 
in black enameled letters. 
Suspended 
from the bar by m iniature chains was a 
geld Maltese cross, with a raised figure of 
Minerva in the center, and by her side a 
representation of a grizzly bear. 
In the 
breast of Minerva was set a lnstrous dia­ 
mond. while encircling the figure was a 
raised wrea*h of laurel. 
The extremities 
ot the crosa bore the words: 
“ Presented 
bv the Native Sons of Sacramento.” Above 
the cross, and between the chains by which 
it was suspended from the bar, was also 
suspended a complete golden figure of a 
bear. The badge (which was the wotk of 
H. W achborst) was contained in a beauti­ 
ful plush casket. 
The other gift—the offering of the city 
officials and the Police Departm ent— was a 
solitaire diam ond stud, of magnificent pro­ 
portions. 
In receiving these tokens of bis friends’ 
esteem the Mayor was visibly affected. 
He 
said he would make no attem pt at that 
time to reply to the kind and flattering ex­ 
pressions attending the ofler of the beauti- 
lul gifts. 
If there ever bad been a time 
when words failed him in which to ex­ 
press his thoughts and feelings, it was now. 
He wished to assure bis friends, however, 
that he prized these tokens more for the 
good will which prom pted their giving 
than because of their beauty and intrinsic 
value. 
It was iodeed a "surprise" to him 
go complete that be was caught wholly oil 
bis guard, and he felt utterly unable to re- 
:p o u d to :h e flattering test moniais as be 
woaHi wish. As a pubiic citizen, be bad 
Hied to do b » duty, end as a Native 
Sen he had sim ply tolluwed in the t >ol- 
stvps of hia brother member, Mr. Devlin, 


and the other honored members of that 
Order, whose principles were very dear to 
him , and which had as their aim the best 
interests of the S ute. 
H e could not say 
more than that he thanked his assembled 
friends from the bottom of his heart for this 
kindly greeting on the anniversary of his 
birthday, and would call on Judge A rm ­ 
strong to come to his relief and sav those 
things which he (the speaker) then felt 
powerless to express. 
Judge Arm strong came forward and spoke 
briefly. H e would say. in behalf of the 
citizens of Sacramento, that Mayor Gregory 
had well merited their highest esteem, of 
w hich these tokens were but svinbols. 
The recipient deserved well at the hands of 
the peopie of this city, whose municipal af­ 
fairs he had administered with an ability 
that was not obscured by that becoming 
modesty that gives so great a charm to the 
lives of public men. 
These magnificent 
gifts were not 
more 
magnificent than 
him upon whom they had 
been 
be­ 
stowed. 
Such 
tokens 
of 
a 
peoples 
esteem and faith 
in their public men 
could not be offered too frequently to 
those who in positions of trust do their 
duty. 
It was right and proper that faithinl 
officials should be encouraged by these ex­ 
pressions of appreciation of their public 
acts. 
Mayor Gregory said that Judge A rm ­ 
strong, instead of coming to his relief, bad 
only added to his confusion by giving ex­ 
pression to flattering sentiments, just as his 
friend, Mr. Devlin, had doDe. and he hoped 
that Secretary of Sta e Hendricksl would help 
him out. 
Mr. H endricks elbowed his way to the 
front, and said this was a serious occasion, 
and they couldn’t get anv fun out of him . 
H e had often had his fuu with the Mavor, 
privately, but on this occasion lie began to 
feel jealous of him . If he migtit indulge 
iu the patois of the dav, he would say that 
the popular recipient of these honors was 
liable to "cook his (the speaker's) goose.' 
[Laughter.] 
If it were him self that had 
been made the recipient of these beautiful 
testimonials, under such affecting circum­ 
stances, he would want to steal outside and 
give vent to his feelings in private. 
But 
all joking aside, it was a grand occasion! 
and a person who could notappreciate,such 
a spontaneous demonstration of good will

Again dropping into a hum orous vein, Mr. 
H endricks said, in conclusion: “ But, grand 
as this occasion is, allow me to prophecy, 
that as regards the life of our host! 
it is only a grease-spot to the future.” 
[Langhter and applause.] 
After a few more rem arks bv Mayor 
Gregory, the guests repaired to the" dining­ 
room, where the ladies of the house had 
prepared a choice supper, and the re­ 
m ainder of the evening was spent in social 
chat, im prom ptu toasts, etc , interspersed 
with choice selections by the H ussar Band.

LOST BOTH HIS LEGS. 


A b n e r G ee L o ses B o th H is G ogs in a 
T h ra s h in g M a c h in e . 
The W oodidhd M ail oi yesterday con­ 
tains the following particulars in regard to 
an accident reported briefly in the tele­ 
graphic colum ns of the R e c o rd -U n io n 
Thursday m o rning: 
“ On W ednesday, w hile A bner Lee was 
at work on Beard's thrasher, on the Bern- 
rnerly ranch, near Blacks, he stepped into 
the cylinder of the machine, and both legs 
were terribly mangled and torn off—one at 
the knee and the other between the kDee 
and the ankle. The draper, or the self­ 
feeder belt, became misplaced, and in ad­ 
justing it be slipped or was pushed into the 
cylinder. The thrasher was running on 
the crop of Beamer & Carroll, who had 
been farming a portion of the Bemmerly 
ranch. 
“ Mr. Lee was brought to W oodland 
W ednesday evening, and physicians im ­ 
mediately sum m oned to attend on him . 
“ The accident occurred soon after 5 
o'clock, and it was nearly 6 when the un­ 
fortunate m an was brought to his m other’s 
home, iu the eastern part of town. During 
the entire time, up to the tim e the doctors 
administered the ether to him , he was fully 
conscious, and exhibited the most extraor­ 
dinary nerve and m anly grit. 
H e coolly 
gave the men directions how to bandage 
his mangled limbs, and told them just how 
to lay him in the wagon so that it would 
jolt him as little as possible. He insisted 
on talking, and when he felt him self grow­ 
ing weak and faint begged the boys to talk 
to him and keep him awake until he could 
get home and see his family. 
“ The surgical operations were performed 
by Drs. Kier and Lyford. It was fonnd 
necessary to take the left leg off about four 
inches above the knee, aud the right was 
taken oft ten or twelve inches below the 
knee. 
His nervous vitality appeared to be 
abundant and sufficient to carry him over 
the crisis. At 2 o'clock this m orning he 
was sleeping quietly. The physicians are 
liopefal. 
“ Abner Lee is the oldest son of Mrs. Ab- 
igal Lee. 
H e is between 31 and 32 years 
old ; he has a wife and two small children. 
He is an industrious and hard-working 
man, and his terrible misfortune is la­ 
mented by hosts of friends. 
It is only a 
few nionthseir.ee Mr. Leenarrow lv escaped 
dealh at the explosion on the Nelson ranch, 
in which the life of John Daniels was sac­ 
rificed.” 


S o m e B a re O ld C oins. 
During the absence of W illiam Goeggel, 
the jeweler, his friend. Louis Klodt, is in 
charge of his store. Mr. Klodt has trav­ 
eled through the centers of ancient civiliz­ 
ation, and studied,thearcb:uology of Greece 
and Rome. Among valnnble relics in bis 
possession are some ancient coins, which 
are to be seen in the show-windows of Mr. 
Goeegel's store. They consist of a Roman 
coin 1,860 years old. m inted with the hesd 
of Emperor Tiaerius upon it. It was found 
in the ruins of Pompeii. 
A nother piece of 
Roman money bears the head of Emperor 
Claudius. 
It "is 1.80U years old and was 
also found in the buried city of Pompeii. 
The oldest piece is a Macedonian coin, on 
winch is represented the head of A lexan­ 
der the Great. 
It was found 200 miles west 
of Jerusalem , and is over 2,COO years old. 
The pieces are all silver, and are considered 
verv valuable by their owner.— Woodland 
Mail.

The Natoma W ater and M ining Company 
has commenced an action in the Superior 
Court to restrain John Hancock and Joseph 
W ild from constructing a canal to divert 
the waters oí the South Fork of the Ameri­ 
can river at a point above the plaintiff’s 
dam at Rocky Bar, about two miles above 
Salm on Falla, El Dorado county. 
The 
com plaint alleges that the plaintiffs have 
m aintained and operated a canal diverting 
the waters of said stream at that point 
since 1851, at which tim e they located a 
w ater right and appropriated to their use 
and benefit, under the laws of the Stale, 
the waters of the South Fork of the Ameri­ 
can river, to the am ount and extent of a 
quantity to £11 a canal eight feet deep and 
four feet wide, with a running current of 
ten miles per hour ; that said waters have 
been conducted to the gold-bearing districts 
in the vicinity of McDowell H ill, Red 
Banks, Mormon Island, Willow Springs, 
R hode’s Diggings, Alder Creek, Negro Bar, 
Texas H ill, and to other points in Sacra­ 
m ento county, including plaintiffs vine­ 
yard, about five miles below the town of 
Folsom, where the surplus water is turned 
back into the river. 
Plaintiff further alleges that in the sum ­ 
m er m onths the w atir of said river at said 
point of diversion is low, and that at times 
a sufficient quantity of water does not flow 
therein to fill plaintiff’s ditch and supply 
sufficient for plaintiffs uses; that plaintiff 
owns and m aintains a tract of land cov­ 
ered by orchards and vineyards am ount­ 
ing to 1,800 acres, and that if the defend­ 
ants are allowed to divert the waters of the 
South Fork above plaintiff’s dam the latter 
w ill be deprived of the benefits heretofore 
enjoyed. 
The com plaint shows that in June last 
the defendants commenced the construc­ 
tion of a canal at the point named (Rocky 
Bar), eight feet wide on the top. six feet on 
the bottom, and two and a half feet deep, 
commencing on the opposite side of the 
river from where plaintiffs canal begins, 
and intend, unless restrained therefrom, to 
divert the waters of the said South Fork of 
the American river ; that the bottom of de­ 
fendants canal is to be one foot lower than 
that of plaintiffs—all to the great injury 
and damage of plaintiff. 
W herefore, plaintiff prays for an order 
of Court restratning said defendants H an ­ 
cock and W ild from carrying out their 
project, and for further and different relief 
as may be just and equitable. 
On the above showing Judge Arm strong 
yesterday issued a restraining order, re­ 
turnable before bis Court on the 26th, re­ 
quiring the defendants to appear and show 
cause why they should not be perpetually 
enjoined from constructing their canal.

There were filed in the County Cletk’s 
office yesterday articles of incorporation of 
the Freeport Telephone Telegraph Com 
pany, for the purpose of constructing and 
m aintaining a telephone and telegraph line 
from Freeport to New Hope, including the 
villages of C lark sb u rg , Isleton and W alnut 
Grove, with branches to Richland and 
Franklin. The entire length of the line is 
to be forty-three miles. 
Freeport is tc be 
the place of b u sin ess, and the capital stock 
is $5,000, d iv id ed into fifty shares of $100 
each. The Directors are 1). P. Lufkin and 
P. G. Riehl of Freeport, and (5. F. Cornish, 
George Lew lor and D.G. W ebber of Clarks­ 
burg. 
The am ount of capital stock already 
subdivided is $4 500. ten per cent, of which 
has already been paid in. 
The line is presumably intended for the 
benefit of the fruit-growers in the localities 
nam ed. There is already a line in opera­ 
tion between this city and Freeport, and 
w hen the ccntf mpiated connections are 
made frotn Freeport southward. Sacramento 
will be in direct oommanication with many 
im portant parts of the county. 
Lines of this kind reaching oat to the 
several villages sbould prove of great value 
to the city and county official departments, 
and it m ight prove to be economy on the 
part of both to in some m anner contribute 
toward the expense ot their maintenance.

STATE SCHOOL BOOKS. 


A F a llin g O ff o f S ixty P e r C e n t, fro m 
L a st Y e a r's S ales. 
There has been a noticeable decrease 
this year in the sale of State school books 
from that of last year. In fact, the dim i­ 
nution has been so large that it seems al­ 
most impossible to account lor the falling 
off' in the sales. Most of the school books 
are sold by the State in the m onths of June, 
July and August of each year, these beiog 
the m onths in which m ost of the dealers 
lay in their stock preparatory to the open­ 
ing of the public schools. " In June this 
year only $297 28 worth of books were sold. 
In July the am ount sold reached $16,948 46, 
and iu August, so far, about $4 IKK) worth. 
Estim ating at the same ratio, the am ount 
sold in this m onth would probably reach 
~,000 or over. This would m ake the total 
am ount sold for these three m onths about 
$26,000. 
In June last year $6,409 42 worth 
were sold ; in July, $23,449 49, and in A u­ 
gust, $34 563 63. 
The total am ount thus 
reached about $64.000 for the three m onths 
last year. 
Figuring at ibis rate there will be a fall­ 
ing off of about 60 per cent, in the sales— 
a fact that can hardly be accounted for, u n ­ 
less the State Printer bound the books so 
well that most of them are to be used for 
two years. 
A nother thing which should tend to in­ 
crease the am ount of sales this year is the 
fact that an extra book, the klem entary 
G ramm ar, has been gotten out. Dealers 
had prophesied that alter the first year only 
about 70 or 80 per cent, of the num ber first 
issued would be disposed of, but no such 
reduction as CO per cent.—40 per cent, of 
the first year’s sales—was expected. 


C hico N orm al S ch ool. 
Edward T. Pierce, Principal of the State 
Normal School at Chico, writes as follows 
to the R ecord-Ukion : 
E p s. R ecord-U nion : 
I intended to call 
on you the last tim e that I was in your 
city, but other business prevented m e from 
doing so. 
W ill you please announce in 
your paper that pupils in the Sacramento 
schools who have completed the work of 
the ninth year will be adm itted to the 
State Normal School, w ithout examination, 
on preseutiug a certificate signed by the 
Principal of the school aDd the City Super­ 
intendent. 
This is on condition that they 
are 16 years of age. 
School opens on the 3d of September. 
W e have a very fine corps of teachers, most 
of whom have bad a long experience in 
some of the best Normul Schools in the 
U nited States. We shall be much pleased 
to have some representatives from the capi­ 
tal of the State.

CAPAY 'VALLEY. 


Fine G rain and G rape C rops—Progress a t 
Esperanza. 
An occasional correspondent at Esper­ 
anza, the thriving new village in Capav 
valley, writes as follows under date of the 
12th: 
Grapes are being received here at the rate 
of two cars per day, consigned to the 
Orleans W inery, from the Capay Valley 
Land Com pany's vineyard. They are com­ 
posed of Gray RiesliDg, Zinfandel, Muscat, 
Bnrger, Malvoisie and other varieties, and 
are altogether as fine a lot ot grapes as could 
be wished for. There are 128 acres of these 
grapes to come down, and fifteen China­ 
men are picking daily. 
H oppin Brothers commenced shipping 
wheat to day, and will load five cars daily 
until the entire crop of 4,500 sacks is 
shipped. They are shipping direct to Mc- 
Near, at Port Costa. 
The new addition to the Madison ware­ 
house is about tull of wheat, but as this 
year's crop is mostly in, no more will be 
added at present.

A long statem ent accompanying a pre­ 
amble and 
resolutions 
was read 
and 
adopted. 
It recognizes fealty to this na­ 
tion as the highest obligation, and next 
thereafter pledges the support to the cause 
of Irish liberty to be secured under the 
leadership of Parnell and Gladstone. The 
statem ent then reads: 
Rcgotved, T hat we denounce w ith all force of 
iudiguaui language our ulter abhoireuce of 
assassination. m urder and m oral assassination 
resorted to by the m urderers of l>r. Crouiu to 
cover up the em bezzlem ent of Looney and the 
betrayal ot people « hose devotion to the cause 
of liberty too olten m akes them victim s of do 
signing kuaves. 
Jies I 'cd, T h at know ing Dr P. H. Cronin to have 
been a patriotic, high m inded, pure, Christian 
gentlem an, utterly incapable of playing the 
role of a sycophant, or falsely living the life of 
a spy. we brand as a most m alicious iibel and 
m oral assassination the infam ous report th a t be 
w as an agent of England. On the contrary, 
know ing hito to be a defender ot honesty and 
tru th , we h e n by declare it to bo our solemn 
conviction th at lor his faithful adherence to the 
Irish cause, for his honesty and truth, he w as 
foully m urdered to prevent an exposure of the 
actual crim iuals, who have dragged down th at 
cause iu blood and tears into the dust ol our 
Cletbsemane. 
1Jaatnd, 1 hat the crim e of this most atroci­ 
ous m urder calls for ail the energies of our civ­ 
ilization tor the speedy and extrenre punishm ent 
of the law, and we pledge our abiding support 
to the authorities until every guilty ntau shad 
have answ ered to th e law for his participation 
iu this m ost devilish m urder, w hich has red­ 
dened the ouna’.so f crim e. 
The anti-Cronin section of the Clan-na- 
Gael demonstration at Ogden's Grove drew 
a large crowd of people lo-day. The speak­ 
ers were escorted to the grove by the Clan- 
na-Gael Guards, H ibernian Bifl-s and Chi­ 
cago Zouaves. It was after 1 o'clock wbeu 
they arrived. They were Senator Thomas 
F . Grady, of New Y ork; Kev. George W. 
Pepper, of O hio; Hon. O'Neill O’Bvan, of 
St. Louis, and Judge Fitzgerald, of Cincin­ 
nati. 
An address was read and adopted by the 
audience, which opened with a declaration 
of devotion to the laws and principles of 
the American republic and unchangeable 
sym pathy with the cause of Irish liberty. 
The plan on which it is to be worked is 
to be decided by the people of Ireland 
themselves. The address continues : “ We 
fully recognize further that destitute of 
those means of asserting their liberty 
which wonid a lm e make revolution jU3li- 
tiabie, we are willing to aid them in such 
peaceful measures as they may choose to 
adopt in bringing the Government of E n­ 
gland to a sense of the duty that it owes to 
justice and to hum anity by restoring to the 
Irish peop¡8 the right to m ake their own 
laws and 
¡0 live in self-respecting m an­ 
hood upon their own soil. 
“ It has been asserted by those instru­ 
m ental in covering us with defamation 
that we wish to screen the m urderers of 
Dr. Cronin. 
“ We meet here to-day, among other rea­ 
sons, for the purpose of vehemently de­ 
nouncing his atrocious murder, in ’ our 
capacity as American citizens, but hold 
that as Irieh-Americans we have no inore 
right to be held responsible for that foul 
atrocity tiiau has odv other element of our 
body politic for crimes committed by per­ 
sons to whom they are kindred. 
“ We devoutly hope that the officers 
authorized by the law will succeed in 
bringing to justice the assassins of Dr. 
Crouin. 
We repudiate, both as American 
citizens and as Irish-Americans, the claim 
made by enemies of our race that the Irish 
element has any-desire or any purpose to 
m ake the soi! of America the theater of 
any acts of vengeance because of feuds, 
factions or disagreements growing out of 
political difD rences or personal heartburn­ 
ings. 
“ We teturn our sincere aud most grate­ 
ful thanks to Hon. John M. Thayer, Gov­ 
ernor of Nebraska, for his detense of the 
honor of our race against the reckless slan­ 
ders of a society of professional foreigners.”
